Important 


Chapter 91A, Sec. 34 of the Revised Statutes, 1954: 


Before making an assessment, the assessors shall give reasonable 
notice in writing to all persons liable to taxation in the munici- 
pality to furnish to the assessors true and perfect lists of their 
polls and all their estates, not by law exempt from taxation, of 
which they were possessed on the first day of April of the same 
year. 


If any person after such notice does not furnish such list, he is 
hereby barred of his right to make application to the assessors or 
the county commissioners for any abatement of his taxes, unless 
he furnishes such list with his application and satisfies them that 
he was unable to furnish it at the time appointed. 


Chapter 91A, Sec. 9—Veterans: 


Any veteran of any of the federally recognized wars who has 
reached the age of 62 years on April first must apply to the 
assessors by April first to be eligible for his $3,500 valuation 
exemption of taxes. 


Any male who has reached seventy years. before April first 
should notify the assessors and he will not be taxed for a poll.

To Sherwood McGlinchey, a Constable of the Town of Milford 
in the County of Penobscot. 


GREETINGS: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby required 
to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Milford, in 
said County, qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to meet 
at the Milford Town Hall, in said town, on Monday the 28th day 
of March, A.D. 1966 at ten o'clock in the forenoon for the fol- 
lowing purposes, to wit: 


Art. 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said meeting. 


Art. 2. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensu- 
ing year. 


For the election of such officers, the polls will be open im- 
mediately after the election of the Moderator and will be 
closed at the hour of six in the afternoon of the same day. 
After the close of said polls, the meeting will be recessed 
for one hour until seven oclock of the said 28th day of 
March, at which time said meeting will be resumed to act 
on the remaining articles. 


Art. 3. To see if the Town will vote to fix a date on which 


taxes, assessed for the ensuing year, shall become due and _ pay- 
able. 


Art. 4. To see if the Town will vote to fix a rate of interest 
to be collected on taxes remaining unpaid after due date, or 
some other specific date. 


Art. 5. To see what percentage, or salary, the Town will vote 
to pay for collecting taxes for the ensuing year. 
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Art. 6. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the Contingent Fund. 
Recommended: $500.00 


Art. 7. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for salaries of Town Officers and fix their 
salaries.

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“REPORT OF NURSING SERVICE 
TO THE TOWN OF MILFORD 


1965 


Public Health promotion in the town of Milford and the school 
department has been most progressive. In the schools almost 
100% participation has been received from the immunization 
clinics. Teachers were immunized against the flu, and smallpox 
vaccinations, measles vaccinations and DPT booster shots were 
offered the school children. TB skin tests were done in the be- 
ginning class, the fourth, seventh and twelfth year. As a result, 
most students in the first few grades have had at least one small- 
pox vaccination. ‘The measles vaccine was a medication intro- 
duced: this year. The number of parents who availed their 
children of this type of immunization was most gratifying. In a 
relatively short time this disease, with its long lasting complica- 
tions, will be non-existent. 

Audiometer tests were done in the school system. Some stu- 
dents were referred to their family doctor and a few were re- 
ferred to the Hard of Hearing Clinic. 

This year the Bangor-Brewer TB and Health Association ex- 
tended the service to include Milford, Bradley and Old Town. 
The annual skin tests offered to the school children, teachers and 
all school personnel, were done by this association. The positive 
reactors were given a chest x-ray, as were their household con- 
tacts. | 

In the field of home nursing, bedside care has been given by 
the public health nurses. In other instances, relatives have re- 
ceived instruction in caring for the ill in the home. _ 

Referrals were made to the State Clinics. More specifically, 
patients were admitted to the cardiac, speech, pediatric, hard 
of hearing clinics. In the town of Milford physical examina- 
tions for youngsters who are being enrolled in the special class 
were done. 

Emergency dental care, made available for those youngsters 
through the generosity of Service Clubs, has been made available 
to children in the Milford area. 

The Public Health Department wishes to thank all those who 
so generously gave their time and effort. It would not be pos- 
sible to accomplish necessary activities, without the help of vol- 
unteers.

To the Citizens of the Town of Milford: 


This is the annual report of your Superintendent of Schools. 
Although the Dr. Lewis S. Libby School looks the same as it did 
one year ago, exciting innovations and new problems have arisen. 
The school budget, which dropped $15.5 thousand dollars last 
year, is creeping up again this year — a maximum of about 
$12,000, if you approve. It is regrettable that taxes cannot go 
down every year. The chief question we face this year is that 
of teachers’ salaries. A second problem is in the School Lunch, 
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which has become extremely popular to the point that space is 
a problem. A third problem, which does not require immediate 
action, is that of classrooms. Next year conditions will be crowd- 
ed, especially in the upper grades. By September, 1967, we are 
going to have to decide between tuitioning more students to Old 
Town, adding on to this building, or finding space elsewhere. 
First let us look at the problem of teachers’ salaries. 


Sparked by Bangor’s increase in minimum salary for degree 
teachers to $4700, Old Town has reacted by matching this, as has 
Greenbush. Bradley and Milford plan to go to $4600. The prob- 
lem arises not so much from what a beginning teacher is paid but 
from the low comparative salaries of good, experienced people. 
From a preceding table, you can quickly see that $5500 or $6500 
per year does not exactly put a teacher in the millionaire brack- 
ets for take-home pay. I believe that experienced teachers, on 
whom ride your hopes and dreams for the next generation, should 
be paid more than the average wages in local manufacturing en- 
terprises. During the past several years that Milford has had a 
salary scale, the experienced teachers have often been paid be- 
low scale. Your budget this year allows veteran teachers to be 
placed on scale. Yo my mind, a good experienced teacher is 
worth twice the salary of a beginner fresh out of college. The 
salary scale in Milford runs from $4600 to $6300, which allows 
an increase of just over a third after ten years of work. Paying 
this type of salary, we will be in a position to continue to hire 
teachers with whom we are satisfied. 


The School Lunch question arises from the fact that we plan 
to put a temporary office in one corner of the cafeteria to be 
used by the Reading Consultant, Mrs. Katherine Macdonald. She 
is moving out of the last unoccupied classroom to make quar- 
ters available for our new Special Class. At the same time, Mrs. 
Cunningham and Mrs. MacDonald have been feeding as high as 
238 people, although the average runs about 185. Instead of 
feeding all pupils at the same time, we plan to use two shifts. 
To wash the dishes we need an industrial dishwasher because of 
the large numbers. An alternative choice, which would save 
money, would be to cut down on the number of students allowed 
to take hot lunch. We might confine the program to bus pupils 
or those living more than a mile from school or some other such 
arbitrary move. 
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The Old Town-Milford Dental Clinic is in operation again this 
year, but operates under a different plan than in previous years. 
Dr. Jean Guerin examines and cleans the children’s teeth at the 
Lewis Libby School, and Mrs. Raymond McGinley assists him 
in this work. All children in Grades two, four, and six are in- 
cluded in this program. Mrs. McGinley also will conduct a 
Dental Education program in the various classes during the last 
half of the school year. Underprivileged children may have ex- 
tractions and fillings taken care of by the Clinic upon recom- 
mendation by the School Nurse. 


Now that the painting and tarring of the school are finished, 
the School Committee feels that the time has come after four- 
teen years to shingle the roof. We hope to shingle half this year 
and half next year. The job has been put out to bid, with the 
low bid represented in a separate warrant article. The problem 
has been thoroughly discussed several times, and the conclusion 
reached is that it is preferable to do the whole job over a two- 
year period as compared to patching. 

The Special Class to start next fall will be for pupils who have 
great difficulty with regular school work. Their talents lie in 
non-academic fields and need development just as much as the 
most brilliant child’s. We may have some children from other 
Union 90 towns brought in on tuition. This will help, and the 
State will pay half the teacher's salary. Milford has long need- 
ed an Opportunity Room. 


One of the most exciting events of this school year has been 
the arrival of federal aid. Milford was granted $5,128.65. This 
has been used to bring in new library books, library shelves, a 
Teacher Aide, and to pay haif the salary of our Reading Con- 
sultant. It is a pleasure to have the federal government under- 
write part of our school expenses. The Teacher Aide, Mrs. Anne 
Bond, helps to release teachers from non-teaching duties such as 
playgrounds, lunch room, selling meal tickets, and running the 
duplicator. Some teachers, in turn, now have more time to spend 
in teaching. Our library last fall stood at 300 books for 400 
pupils; with local funds and federal money it is hoped to put in 
about one thousand more books before next fall. Our goal is a 
library with roughly ten books per child. 


It will be interesting to see what will happen with the Head- 
start Program planned for this summer. Some children who plan 
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to enter school next fall will be invited to come to school for eight 
weeks this summer. This is a joint effort by six towns and may 
prove to be a real help for these youngsters. Operation Head- 
start will feature an excellent medical program, hot lunch, class- 
room fun, trips, and a chance for roughly seventy-five children 
from Union No. 90 towns to learn what school is all about be- 
fore starting their first year next fall. March 30 will be Kinder- 
garten Registration Day and, from those registered, some will be 
invited to attend Headstart. 

Our contract with Old Town for grades 9-12 is to go into ef- 
fect for a five-year period starting next September. As approved 
at the March, 1965, Town Meeting, this contract allows our high 
school students to choose between Christian Schools, Inc., John 
Bapst, and Old Town. It is a pleasure to know that there will 
be room provided for Milford’s pupils. 

In closing, I would like to give special praise to your teachers. 
Ours is as fine a group as any I have seen. Their interest in your 
children and their willingness to do extra work whenever asked 
goes far toward giving the children what you demand — namely, 
the best in education.

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SUPERINTENDENTS SCHOOL LUNCH REPORT 


The School Lunch continues to be an excellent program with 
hot meals planned and served by our two cooks. The number of 
students eating these meals has steadily increased, and we are 
now in the peculiar position of having a program that is too pop- 
ular! We are now feeding approximately 185 people each day. 
Next fall we will have to serve in two shifts because there will 
not be room in the cafeteria. This room will also be serving as 
a library, study hall, storage place for federal surplus foods used 
in the School Lunch, and a corner will be used as office space 
for our Reading Consultant. 


The preceding report shows that during the 1964-65 school year 
just over $10,000 was spent. This money produced 26,230 meals. 
This year the figures in both categories are larger. Therefore, you 
will find an article requesting $2800 to pay for a complete dish- 
washing assembly. It is anticipated that approximately $700 
from the School Lunch Account will also be used. Without an 
efficient method of handling dirty dishes, it is probable that we 
will have to cut down on the number of children being fed here. 
This we do not wish to do, but it is the only logical alternative. 
This new machinery should prove helpful in controlling con- 
tagious diseases. Each year we have a hepatitis outbreak along 
with measles, colds, and mumps. Washing dishes with 180° 
water may help although clearly these diseases will not be elimi- 
nated by better dish washing. The Town of Milford has a good 
lunch program which has cost almost nothing in local tax funds. 
Many towns have to contribute each year to keep their program 
solvent. I am convinced that the sole reason your program is 
superior is because of Mrs. Freeman Cunningham. Her skill in 
buying and her economy in preparing excellent food is worthy 
of your praise and thanks. 


We hope you will see your way clear to help this year on this 
major undertaking.

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Summary of New Fire Laws 


Title 12, Chapter 215, Sub-Chapter 5, Section 1855. 


This law states that any town allowing dumping to continue on 
town dumps closed by the State because they do not meet clear- 
ance regulations will lose the town’s right to State reimbursement 
of 14 the costs of control of any escape fire from this dump during 
time of closure. This is up to 1% of state’s valuation of town. 


Title 12, Chapter 215, Sub-Chapter 7, Section 1456-A. 

This states no equipment for producing power shall be operated 
in or near woodlands without approved spark arresters or mufflers. 
This applies to chain saws, tractors, either manufactured or home- 
made, or other equipment. 


Title 12, Chapter 215, Sub-Chapter 11, Section 1653. 


_ Any person who willfully or negligently causes a fire which 
burns forest, brush, grass or other lands or who fails to take 
proper action to control a fire on his own land shall be liable to 
the state or town for up to $500 of the suppression costs. 


Title 25, Chapter 317, Section 2436-A. 


This sets up control of debris burning when the ground is not 
covered with snow. Debris may be burned out of doors only be- 
tween the hours of 5:00 PM and 12:00 midnight unless you have 
an approved incinerator or a special burning permit from your 
Town Warden or Fire Chief. Incinerator approval may be ob- 
tained from your Town Warden or Chief when the ground is 
not covered with snow. To meet approval incinerators must be 
tight containers with 1” holes for draft not more than a foot from 
bottom of container. Top must be tightly covered while burn- 
ing with mesh or equivalent with holes 1/2” or smaller. Incin- 
erator is to be set in center of circle 10 ft. in diameter cleared to 
mineral soil. Pressurized cans shall not be burned and fire shall 
not be left unattended. 

NOTE: This law applies only to debris burning. Permits for 
burning slash, brush, blueberry land or fields of dry grass must 
be obtained for any time of day.

An audit has been completed of the financial records of the 
Town of Milford for the fiscal year ended February 28, 1966. 
The audit consisted of an examination of the records maintained 
by the Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector and other municipal 
officials. 


The operations for the year showed that the net unexpended 
departmental balance lapsed amounted to $7,087.58, per the fol- 
lowing summary:

The unallocated balance of excise tax revenue and unexpended 
balances in the welfare and general government accounts were 
the major factors contributing to the amount lapsed to surplus.

The following comments pertain to the accompanying financial 
statements and to the scope of- audit. 


ASSETS ... The general cash balance of $32,654.55 was on 
deposit in the Eastern Trust and Banking Company, Old Town, 
Maine at February 28, 1966. Petty cash of $25.00 was on hand. 


Accounts receivable represented for the most part reimbursable 
expenditures made for welfare cases. 


Taxes receivable amounted to $1,194.60, of which $907.00 rep- 
resented current year accounts. The remaining balance of $287.60 
was for delinquent accounts dating from 1961. Tax liens and tax 
acquired property amounted to $5,784.05 and $656.25 respectively. 
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LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS .. . The depart- 
mental accounts showed an unexpended balance of $15,141.30, 
representing various operating account balances which are carried 
forward to the ensuing year in accordance with legal require- 
ments and/or customary practice. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $22,351.37, an in- 
crease of $5,831.98 for the year. The change was occasioned 
principally by the net unexpended departmental balance lapsed, 
less authorized transfers for current year operations. 


DEBT FUND ... The debt fund, incorporated in the balance 
sheet as a separate fund, reflects the outstanding Lewis Libby 
School Addition notes of $56,100.00 which mature $3,300.00 an- 
nually during the ensuing seventeen years with interest at 4%. 


TRUST FUNDS... Trust fund principals totaled $4,100.00 and 
unexpended income amounted to $89.59 at the year end. The 
cemetery perpetual care funds of $1,039.59 were on deposit in 
the Eastern Trust and Banking Company, Old Town, Maine and 
the Ministeriai and School Fund of $3,150.00 was due from the 
general fund. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS .. . The departmental oper- 
ating accounts showed a decrease of $11,000.18 in funds raised 
by taxation, as compared with the preceding year. A smaller ap- 
propriation for education was the major factor contributing to the 
decrease. 


The departmental balances carried forward decreased by 
$1,645.56, as compared with the balances at the start of the year. 
This change occurred principally in the education account.

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SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to 
the handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 
Count of cash was made and records checked to determine the 
accuracy of recorded cash transactions. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of bank state- 
ments furnished by the depository and/or by direct bank con- 
firmation. Verifications were utilized, on a test basis, to deter- 
mine the correctness of recorded assets and _ liabilities. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as ex- 
penditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and can- 
celled checks were examined for a selected period. 


Excise tax collections were checked with copies of receipts re- — 
tained by the collector. .Trust and debt fund transactions were 
reviewed. Education account balances were verified with the 
financial statement submitted by the Superintendent of Schools. 
The town clerk’s records were checked as pertained to financial 
operations and oaths of office. Surety bond coverage was re- 
viewed.
